It is thought thar both the great S1gniour and 
Bethlem Gabor conceiuving much tealoutte, by reaſon 
of the long delayes made to the Turkiſh Ambaſſa-. 
dourat Y7enns, as likewiſe by the defciring of the- 
promiſed Ambaſite towards Coſtaniiuople fromr 
Vienna: Butnow it ſeemeth that the Empererhath - 
ſent the Lord Caris-lately.the great Signiour. For 
rhey write from. /7zenns with Letters of the 29. of 

September as followerh... It.is hererumoured, thar 
_ the LordCaris, Arabaſſador of theEmperour wha 
was ſent towards Cozft aztinople, is ſtayed at Offcy a 
Towne of Huzpary, in hands of the great Signiour; 
And it is very.like that the Turkes haue ftayed him. 
there, becauſc he came not as ſoone as was promi- 
ſed, ſuſpeQing that the laſic of fo much timeharh. 
diſaduantaged them.. I 

Bur ſecing that ſome will thinke it ſtrange that 
they.haue begun now ſo lateiathe yeare to ſet yp- 
on the Emperour, we will giue the Reader (touch= 
_ Ing this point) as good-ſatisfaftion as wee can for 
the preſent time, Firſt, concerning Betnlem Gabor, 
itis thought thathe muſt ſer his ſouldiers at work, 
valcſls hee will ſee his owne Dominions endam- 
maged by them., or elſe ſuffer a great number of 
them to abandon him ; for keehath many which 
Jooke for na other wages, then the ſpoile. of their 
Enemies. And touching the preat Signiour, 
It 15 reported by them which haye good inteili- 
genccs. from Conftantimople, that the Ianizarics a- 
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Hongftrhe reft of the Turkiſh fouldiours long 
_ mightily for warres, and thatthe Primo Yſir hath 
therefore wiſhed the Grand Signiour to ſer them 
at worke for feare of ciuill diffention amongſt 
themſclues: whereupon (as they fay) he conde- 
ſcended to the late inuafion made, as you may vn- 
derſtand in this booke, and promiſed againſt the 
nextſpring to draw ſome 200000. men into the 
field againſt his neighbouring enemies. And be- 
ſides the other reaſons here before alle@ged.tlijs 
may alſo be a cliefereaſonof the drawing borh of 
Bithlens Gabor and the Furke into the field namely, 
the inuafion lately made by-the Imperiall Com- 
mander the Baron of Dozaw'into his Dutchy of 
 Kattboy in Sileſia, Andas we heard in our former 
lerters,the Emperour did alſo defire by his Amba(- 
fador ſentvnto him; thathe would by fairemeanes 
ſarrenderborh his Diikedomes in*S$ijeft2, namely, 
Ratibay and Oppelen, whereby be could cafily gneiſe 
that the Baren of Doxaw meant carneſt; And for. 
almuch as concerneth the great Signtour, he is 
bound to aide Bethlem Gaboy (being his Tributarie). 
it tie be wronged by any, and-therefore it is no 
great meruail rhathe hath likwiſe ſeat ſome forces 
iato the fields, but it is hardly for vs to determine, 
whether he hath done ir, to right andayde Bethlems

Yeſterday there 
came hereaduiſe out of Hungarie that Berk- 
lem Gabors forces haue ſet already vpon two or 
three Townes abeut Per, and flaine the Gar- 
rifons which were within them. And it addes 
alſo that the Empcrour cauſed thereupon a 
Letter to be ſent to the Lord Maximilian of 
Leighnenfteys by an Imperiall Poſt with ex- 
prefle order to draw his Forces with all ſpeed 
in Hungaric beftdes them of the Coup dc 310r- 
tenzgro before mentioned; and there arc yet 
6000. men te come hither by water, and fhall 
be ſent into Hungariealfo to the” ether. And 
other Letters of the 20, of September ſay, ; 
The marching on of the Forces of Bethlerm Ge- 
For continueth ſtill, his Yantgard being ſome 
12000. men ſtrong harh laid a bridge vpon the 
Riuer The#ſs, & is comcalready within ſeancn 
leagues to Newhenſel/, and he himſeltc hath ta- 
ken a Towne called Ye, which is a place of 
great importance.

The Lord 
Bridiani (whe ftands againſt the Emperour) is 
likewiſe gone with certaine thouſands of men 
into the field. Andhercupon hath the Em- 
perour ſent the Palatine of Hungarie with 
ſome 25000. menas well horſe as foot toge- 
ther, to encounter with Berhlew; Gabor, and the 
Archduke Leopoldus expeAts here morcouer, 
fixe thouſand Musketicrs from Paſſaw inten- 
ding to ieyne them with the other twenty 
five thouſand to make vpan Armic of one and 
thirtic thouſand men. Anditfcemeth by a- 
nether, Letter of the ſame date, that the 
Archduke Leopolans is to be Generall to the 
Emperours forces in Hungarie, ſaying. the 
ewenty ewoof this moneth arriued heere the 
Archduke Zeopolaus, and the twentie fixe his 
brother Cher/es, and were there both ( after 
their long wiſhed preſence, receaued with

Moreover, they certcfic vs by the ſame Letter, 
Thatthe Lord Setſc5/a chiete Office in Znpgarie, 
for the Emperour hath reftgned his place, nit be- 
ing willing to meddle with theſe troubles atore. 
mentioned, and that for his more fafery, hee hath 
alſo. betaken himſelfe. to his Fort called 27ers. 
Likewiſe this Letter relates, that the Ambaſſidors. 
of the King of Dezzarke have demanded of the 
Emperour the inſtalling and Regalia- or Royaltie 
of the Biſhopricke of Hs/verffast, for one of his. 
loynes, who is choſen by the Deane and Chapte 
inthe ſame Biſhopricke, in the place ofthe Dake 
Chriftjan of Brunſwicke , ſeeing that hee hath refig. 
ned his Biſhopricke. But it is thought that there 
willbe great obſtacles made by rhe Biſhopricke of 
Mapdeborgh, who was the Condiutor, Or Ficarius 
of the Dake Chriſtian afore mentioned. VVhether 
he hath reſigned this Biſhopricke for feare of loo-

As for the buſineſſes of Monſicur Ty, wee 
hauc heard heretofore, that ſecing things did 
not ſucceede ſo wellto his minde againſt the 
Count of Mexsfield (as well in regard of want 
of vituals for bis Armic , as likewiſe by rea- 
ſon that his Aduerſaric the Count of 24a/- 
field, hath drowned ſome part of the Coun- 
trey to keepe_him off) hee went with his For- 
ces towards the County of O/dcz:burgh, and 
theſeuerall Biſhopricks of Bremzen and Minden, 
ro relicuc them with victuals.

And they added vnto the former aduiſes, 
that the Souldiers of Monficur Ty ceaſed to 
bercaue the Countrey people of their vituals 
and prouiſions, ſccing hee punithed the offen- 
ders very {eucrely, and hadeuen lately cauſed 
ſeaucn of his Horſe to be hanged, becauſe they 
had miſuſed ſome Inhabitants of De/menhorſt: 
Bat the laſt of them who would not ſuffer the 
Hang-man to rye the Rope about his necke, 
drew a Skeane out of the Sheath ef oneof his 
fellow Souldicrs , and cleft the Hang-mans 
head in pieces , whereupon hee was killed 
by the ſhot of his fellewes vpon commaund 
Siuen. :

_ Andthe Lerters fromAmſterdzm dated the feuenth

Wee vnderſiand here out of the Campe before 
Lipſtadt, that their forcesare gone ſoniewhat back- 
wards from the Towne, hauing lately-loſt fourteene 
Capraines, beſides diuers.other Souldiers, at the laſt 
aſſault made vpon a halfe. moone of the rowne, to 
the number of 500 men atleaſt. _ 58k 

They wrote likewiſe that the beſtegers ſuſtained 


racre aiſo ſome lofle oftheir Souldiers , by the brea- 


king of a bridgelaid by them ouer a water, for their 
betrer paſſage : for divers that were vpon it werg 
drowned, and thoſe which were gone ouer it, were 
al{o-preſently {laine by the Towneſmenand their ga- 
riſon. By thenext wee hope to deliuer you thenam- 


berboth of thoſe that-were-drowned, and alſo of 


thoſe that wereflaine.; and ſuch otherparticulars as 
wee can learne. But in the meane- time we will nor 
leaue to giue you notice of the tydings which wee 
haue gotten even out of the County; of cMarck (in 
which the Towne of Lipftadt lycth) by a priuate ler- 
ter bearing date the fourth of September. The words 
ofthe Letter are theſe. Tre 
The Towne of Lipſtadt is yet beſieged, and the be- 
ſiegers being lately approached'very neerc the town, 
haue raiſed a battery fo neere vnto it, that they can 
thence batter the towne and caſt fire balles into it ; 
and haue by meanes of them ſer already ſome houles 
within the Towne on fire : but it was preſently 
' quenched by the Inhabitants. Therefore ſeeing that 
they could dog no good therewith vpon the ap 
they 
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they aſſaulted a halfe moone of it, taking great pains 
to pull it downe with hookes , but ic was likewiſe in 
vaine, being all compelled to depart thence with the 
laſſe of ſome 500 Souldicrs or more. And after- 
wards (ſecing that they could nor preuaile by theſe 
meanes)when rhey went adout the cutting off of the 
Riuer of Lip from the towne, they had likewile i!! 
ſacceſle : for it ranne into their trenches, and drow- 
ned many of the beftegers. And ſince wee heard our 
of the Campe, that the towne ſhall bee imblocked, 
ſceing they kill many cuzry day in our Cape, and 
eſpecially by the Ordnance which are planted vpon 
their batteries. 

Concerning Count Mansfield, we vnderſtand by 
letters written from Bremen,the 1 of October that he 
lyeth yet in the Fort called Griez,hauing all his forces 
very neere about him : as likewiſe that there was ap- 
pointed a meeting at a towne of Faft-Frieſlandcalled 
Hintc, in which ſhould be treated about the remoo- 
ving of the Forces of Connt HIansfield out ofthe 
ſame country, and thattit was rumored that the King 
of Denmarke would takeſome ofthem into his pay, 
and that the remainder ſhould ſerue the States of the 

| vnited Provinces. From Cxllen we lcarne likewiſe by 
' aletters of the firſt of Oftoberthat they had there rt- 
ding, that hee was to forſake the County of Za/?- 
Frieſland, afore-mentioned, vpon the payment ta 
be made vnto him of 300000 flerins, which amounts 
to 30000 pound ſtarling. 
From Amſterdam wee are aduiſed alſo tonching 
Count Mazsficld, by a Letter dated the ſeucnth of 
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(18) 
October. That although ir ſeemed that his Campe 
was to be diſſolued, out of divers confiderations,that 
they knew it neuerthelefle by good intelligences,thar 
there hath been earneſt ſolicitation to maintaine him 
and keepe him on foot wich an Army in ſomeplace, 
where hee may endammage his enimies,with promi- 
ſes ro furniſh him with great Forces apainfſt the next 
Spring, to exercilc his valour there in the fields. 
Ana from the ſame Towne they write ajfo with 
Letters of the 10 of Ofober, much to this purpoſe, 
in manner as followeth. : 
Our Aduices out of Francerelate.that from thence 
are ſent 60000 Crownes to Count Mansfield, for the 
pay of his Souldicrs, with a promiſe of a monethly 
continuance of it. And wee haue here alſo tydings 
from Embden, that Count Mansfield receiued lately 
ſomeLetters to his great contentment, and cauſed 
thereupon the Ordnance to be diſcharged. 
| Touching the Forces of the States which are in 
the Field, they lye ftill about Rees and the neighbou- 
ring Townes, fand are likely to tarry there vntill the 
Spaniſh armies bee diffolued and drawne into their 
gariſons. | 
Collonel Kxiphouſen,that was ſuſpeQed in Brunſ- 
wickes ouerthrow, is at Arhamn, and ſet at liberty a- 
paine : for hauing beene wronged, his accuſers haue 
acknowledged their fault, and haue asked him for- 
giuenefle. En 
There are two Prizes more now newly brought 
to Zealand by the aducnturers, laden with 1009 
Cheſts of Sugar, and mych other goods. |

As for the affaires of 7:aly , wee vnderſtand by 
Letters written from Mi/lane bearing date the three 
and twenticth day of September , that there came 
daily many French Souldiers both Horſe and Foor 
into the Country of Piemont. And that the prince 
Thomaſs one of the ſonnes of the duke of Savoy was 
gone in poſe into France, to confer:e with the King 
abour waighty affayres: as likewiſe tharthe Gouer- 
 nour of Hil/aze had commanded the Artillery 5 
be remoued out of the towne of Clexe, andre bee 
caryed elſe-where, ſ{zeing there was a gariton ci the 
Popes to belaid in the ſame town, 

From Gezoa likewiſe it is adviſed, that the Ca- 
tholike Armado (conliſtiag of ſome one and thir- 
ty Gallies, or thereabouts) were departed from 
Meſiina to goe towerds Lenant to {et vpon the Tur- 
kiſh Navy ; or clſe to :inwade ſome Sea-coafts of 
theirs. 

The Ambaſladour of Bethlem Gabor who is yet 
here, hath had audience of the Sicgneur of Venice, 
and it is here ſtill rumored, that Berhlem Gabor is to 
receiue great aydefrom the Grand Sicgnevr. 

Moreouer, .by the late Letters which wee haue 
receiucd from Conſtantinople, it is reported thar 
.diuers Baſhaes, 'and ſundry other great perſonages 
are carneſily bent and buſted to reuenge the death 
of Oſman. 

The fore-faid Letters from Conſtantinople doe 
likewiſe giue vs to vnderftand, that the Baſha of 
Boſna,together with divers other great commungern

haue command from Conſtantinople to yeeld vnto 
Bethlem Gabor all the ayd and aſſiſtance that they 
Can. 

They relate likewiſe that they had there (namely _ 
at Venice) tydings that Bethlem Gabor was already in 
the Field with a mighty Army. And that the grear 
Sicgneur cauſed yer an army of ſome foureſcore 
thouſand men conſiſting partly of Horſe andparty 


of Foot, to be lcauyed and forthwith made ready 
for his ayde. 
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
